Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

None of the prior art discloses or suggests a process of cleaning an injection mold by flow of dry ice 
granules wherein the dry ice granules size is from 0.005 to 0.040 inches in diameter, gas to dry ice mass ratio 
ranging from 2.0 to 3.5 and gas flow rate from 3 to 50 SCFM, 

The closest cited art Trampusch discloses to clean inner walls of a mold by blasting dry ice pellets but 
fails to disclose size, mass ratio and flow rate. Settles was combined to remedy the deficiencies. But Settle 
disclose that large (e.g. 0.0039 inch) droplets are too large to achieve a high velocity to be useful in an ice 
blasting. Therefore, one would not consider the ice/gas mass ratio disclosed by Settle for acceleration of the dry 
ice have larger diameter than 0.0039 inches. The claimed dry ice granules have large diameter than 0.0039 inch, 
which is 0.005 to 0.04 inches.
